. has become common lately-in every part of the United States. 


_ The churches were at first rather dubious about this innova- 
tion, but the response has been so great that plans are made 
now fox an enormous extension of the work. It is found that 
not only are. sick church members but other shut-ins glad to 
have the services brought to them, but great numbers'-of 
people who never attend church are reached and doubtless in- 
fluenced by the sermons, music and prayers. . 


There may be an organized effort before -long- to utilize 


this new art for such a widening of church influence as has 
never been seen before. This applies to Catholic as well as to 
Protestant churches. It was even- announced recently that 
the Vatican at Rome was about to install a powerful radio' 
senflmg station, so that the voice of the Pope could be heard' 
in all lands. - 


One of the pioneers in this field has been the Church of 


Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints, otherwise known as Zion- 
ists, founded by John Alexander Dowie. Under the direction, 
of Wilbur Glenn Voliva, Zion City, 111., has been broadcasting 
regular programs which have attracted wide attention They 
have consisted mainly of music rather than propaganda and 
for that reason have been all the more effective. °
